The world’s Upper Ten Thousand these mainly ; still, the lower, even the 
lowest, have not been wholly neglected. For we include assassins like 
Abd-ul-Hamid and Ravaillac, knaves like Rasputin and Jabez Balfour, 
madmen like Herostratus and Gilles de Retz, impostors like Perkin War- 
beck and Arthur Orton, traitors like Pickle the Spy and Benedict Arnold, 
tagrag and bobtail—every other page offers examples. Whilst including 
many more names than any encyclopedia that ever has been or ever is 
likely to be published, the Biographical Dictionary does not, of course, pre- 
tend to vie in their several departments with such monumental works as the 
‘Dictionary of National Biography’ or ‘Appleton’s Cyclopedia of American 
Jiography,’ which each to the Smiths alone devote nearly two hundred articles, 
against our fifty. Still, it has been our endeavour to take in all who may |- 
reasonably be looked for, and to admit none who will never be wanted—to give 
all the little Somebodies and many of the great Nobodies, as well as Homer 
and Dante, Shakespeare and Tennyson, Raphael and Beethoven, Nelson and 
Napoleon, Washington and Wellington, Newton and Darwin, Joan of Are and 
Jane Austen, Dickens and Thackeray, and a few more their compeers. Omis- 
sions there must be (the omitted will readily detect them); and there will of 
course be errata, which we shall be sorry and glad to get notice of, with a view 
to future revision. 

Some features of our Dictionary may be glanced at. First, though in only 
one volume, it is not so short after all: it contains as much letterpress, roughly, 
as three whole volumes of the ‘ Dictionary of National Biography.’ Next, alone 
of works of its size, it furnishes ample references to biographies, autobiographies,

Abdulla-ibn-Hussein, was assassinated in 1951. 
Acheson, DEAN (1893- ), American Demo- 


crat politician, was born at Middletown, 
Connecticut. A lawyer by profession, he was 
Under Secretary of the Treasury in 1933, 


Secretary of State in 1949-53. 

Adenauer, KONRAD (1876- ) German 
statesman, a lawyer by profession, was Mayor of. 
Cologne until dismissed and imprisoned (1933 and 
1944) by the Nazis. In 1949 he became 
Chancellor of the Federal German Parliament, 
and, in addition, Foreign Ministerin 1951. When 
his party, the Christian Democrats, won the 1953 
election he was again returned to office, and saw 
the completion of negotiations for the return of 
German sovereignty (1054-55). 

Adrian, EDGAR Doveras, born in London in 
1889, professor at Cambridge 1937-51, was made 
О.М. 1942, P.R.S. 1950, Master of Trinity, 
Cambridge, 1951 and a Baron in 1955. He 
carried out important research on the nervous 
system, and on * brain waves’. He shared the 
Nobel Prize for medicine for 1932. 

Aga Khan III (1877— ), in full AGA SULTAN 
SIR MOHAMMED SHAH, head of the Ismaflian 
Mohammedans. In 1910 he founded the Aligarh 
University. He worked for the British cause in 
both World Wars, and in 1937 was President of 
the League of Nations. He has owned several 
Derby winners. 


Agate, JAMES EVERSHED (1877-1947), born in 
Manchester, was dramatic critic of the Sunday 
Times from 1923. He wrote also on literature 
and films, and was author of essays and diaries. 


Alain-Fournier, HENRI (1886-1914), French 
novelist, born in Sologne, left a few short stories, 
Miracles (1924), and a modern fairy-tale, Le 
Grand Meaulnes (1918), 


Alexander of Tunis, EARL (cr. 1952), was 
Minister of Defence in the U.K. government 
from 1952 to 1954. 

Anderson, CARL Davin (1905- ), American 
physicist, born in New York, did notable work 
on gamma and cosmic rays, positrons (Nobel 
Prize, 1936), and mesons. 

Anonilh, JEAN, French playwright, born 1910 
at Bordeaux, His plays, many of which could 
be described as fantasies, are modern in treat- 
ment, but sometimes take the form of an original 
approach to a classical theme, as in Euridice 
co) Antigone (1942) and Medée (1946). In 
addition to his tragedies (Pidces Noires) he has 
written comedies (Pidces Roses), as for example 
Léocadia and Le Bal des Voleurs, and some 
productions largely dependent upon stage effects, 
Which he calls Pièces Brillantes. Many of the

His work, akin to the cubist school In рашы 
is expressed chiefly in Les Alcools (1913) and 
Calligrammes (1918). 


Appleton, SR EDWARD Vicror, Principal of 
Edinburgh University, was president of the 
British Association In 1953. 

Aragon, Lovis (1897— ), French writer, was 
at first a surrealist, afterwards a convert to 
Communism, wrote novels, and some admirable 
war-poems (Créve-Cour, Les Yeux d'Elsa, &c.). 


Archipenko, ALEXANDER (1880- ), sculp- 
tor, was born in Kiev. He studled in Moscow 
and Paris, where he was influenced by cubism. 


Arlen, MICHAEL, died in June 1956. 


Arp, JEAN or HANS (1887- ), painter and 
sculptor, was born in Strasbourg. e studied 
at Welmar, and later worked at Zurich, where In 
1910 he founded the Dadaist movement. 


pats ERIO GUNNAR (1885-1040), Swedish 
architect, was born and died in Stockholm. He 
designed many of Sweden's outstanding buildings. 


Attlee, CLEMENT, C.H. (1945), О.М. (1951), was 
defeated in 1951. He resigned from the leader- 
ship of the Parliamentary Labour Party in Dec. 
1955, and was created Viscount Prestwood of 
Walthamstow and Earl Attlee. He was made a 
K.G. in 1956. 


Auden, W. H., was appointed professor of 
poetry at Oxford in 1950. 

Barber, SAMUEL, composer, was born at 
Westchester, Pa., in 1910. After winning 
the American Priz de Rome, he came to notice by 
his overture The School for Scandal (1032) and 
thereafter maintained a foremost position with 
A Symphony in One Movement, a choral work 
The Virgin Martyrs, Dover Beach, and his beauti- 
ful Adagio for Strings. 

Barbirolli, SIR JOHN (GIOVANNI BATTISTA) 
(1899- ), orchestral conductor, was born in 
London of Franco-Italian origin. After con- 
ducting in England, he succeeded Toscanini as 
conductor of the New York Philharmonic Or- 
chestra, and returned to England to conduct the 
Hallé Orchestra. He was knighted in 1949. 


Barnes, ERNEST WILLIAM, NS his 
bishopric and died in 1953. (See p. 69.) 

Baruch, BERNARD MANNES (1870- s 
American statesman and economist. As Ameri- 
can member of the Atomic Energy Commission 
he made proposals for the control of atomic 
energy (Baruch plan).

This was dis anded under pressure by the 
Parliamentary Labour Party, but Bevan and his 
followers remained rebellious, and, now in 
opposition, Bevan WAS from the Labour 
front bench in 1954 after a disagreement on 
foreign policy which led to temporary withdrawal 
of the Parliamentary whip.

Blackett, PATRICK MAYNARD STUART (1897— 
), English physicist, since 1953 rofessor of 
physics at the Imperial College of Science and 
Technology, London. For his work in nuclear 
physics, and particularly in cosmic radiation, he 
was awarded the 1948 Nobel Prize for physics. He 
is president of the British Association, 1956-57. 


Bloch, ERNEST (1880- ), Jewish composer, 
born at Geneva, came to the fore with his 
Symphony in С Sharp Minor (1902). Much of 
his work carries the impress of his beliefs, as in 
Trois Poémes Juifs (1013), Schelomo Rhapsody 
(1915), and Israel Symphony (1916), although a

Bloch, FELIX, Swiss-German-American physi- 
cist, born 1905 at Zurich, professor of theoret! cal 
Physics at Stamford University, U.S.A., from 
1931. He shared the 1952 Nobel award for 
physics with Purcell (q.v.), for work in nuclear 
physics. 

Blum, LÉON, was Prime Minister for several 
short spells, and died in 1950. 


Bondfleld, MARGARET, died in 1953. 
Bone, 518 MUIRHEAD, died in 1953. 
Booth, EVANGELINE, died on 27th July 1950. 


Born, Max, German physicist, born in 1882 
at Breslau (Wroc?aw). Professor of theoretical 
phyales at Göttingen (1921-33), lecturer at 
Jambridge (1933-36), Professor of natural 
philosophy at Edinburgh (1936-53), he shared 
the 1954 Nobel Prize with Walther Bothe (q.v.), 
for work in the fleld of quantum physics. 


Bose, SUBHAS CHANDRA (b. 1897), Indian 
Natlonalist leader, president of the All-India 
Congress (resigned 1939), supported the Axis 
in the war and became C.-in-C. of the Japanese- 
sponsored Indian National Army. He was 
reported killed in Formosa (1945). 


Bothe, WALTHER, German Physicist, born in 
1891 at Oranienburg, since 1934 head of the Max 
Planck Institute for Medical Research at Heidel- 
berg. Ніз work on the development of 
coincidence technique in counting processes 
brought him the Nobel physics award for 1954, 
shared with Max Born (q.v.). [Bo-teh.] 


Boys, SIR CHARLES VERNON (1855-1944), Eng- 
lish physicist, was born in Rutland. His many 
inventions include an improved torsion balance, 
the radio-micrometer, a calorimeter, and a 
camera with moving lens, with which he photo- 
graphed lightning flashes, 


Bradley, Omar NELSON, GENERAL OF THE 
ARMY (1950), American soldier, b. 1893, served in 
the 1st World War, and in the 2nd played a 
prominent part in Tunisia and Sicily. In 
1944 he led the U.S, invading armies through 
France. He was chairman of the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff 1949-53. 

Bradman, Sm DONALD GEORGE (1908- ), 
Australian cricketer, born in New South Wales, 
a stock and share broker by profession, layed 
for Australia 1928-48, Captain of the X from 
1936. He set up many batting records, including 
the highest Score, and he made the greatest 
number of centuries in England v. Australia test 
matches. He was knighted in 1949. 

Brancusi, CONSTANTINE (1876- ), sculptor, 
Was born in Rumania. He studied under Rodin 
in Paris. His Sculpture, one of the greatest 
modern achievements in the fleld, is an attempt 
to search out the essence and plastic values of the 
object. His Propos (1926) is his artistic testa- 
ment.

Breuil, HENRI, French archaeologist, born in 
1877. Asa young abbé he discovered some cave- 
paintings at Les Eyzies in the Dordogne, and 
succeeded in proving thelr authenticity to the 
experts, who had hitherto refused to accept as 

enuine either the famous Altamira paintings 
iscovered in 1875, or the newly-found set at 
La Mouthe. This marked the beginning of the 
study of palaeolithic art ; and the findings of a 
lifetime of research in the subject, not only in 
Europe, but also in Africa, are embodied in 
his Four Hundred Centuries of Cave Art. 


Bridie, JAMES (OSBORNE HENRY MavoR), died 
on 29th January 1951. 


Britten (EDWARD) BENJAMIN, C. H. (1953). 
See page 134. His voluminous and varied work 
has placed him in the front rank of British com- 
posers. Later operas are Billy Budd (1951), 
Gloriana (1953), The Turn of the Screw (1954), 
and a new version of the Beggar's Opera ; popular 
pleces are The Young Person's Guide to the 
Orchestra (1944), Let's Make an Opera (1949), and 
numerous folk-songs. 


Bruce, SIR DAvip (1855-1931), British physi- 
clan, born in Australia, discovered that the tsetse 
fly was the carrier of sleeping sickness. 

Buchholtz, JOHANNES, died in 1940. 

Bulganin, NIKOLAI. Soviet politician, born in 
1895 at Nizhni-Novgorod (now Gorki). An early 
member of the Communist party, he was Mayor 
of Moscow (1933-37) and a member of the Mili- 
tary Council during the 2nd World War. Created 
a Marshal at the end of the war, he succeeded 
Stalin as Minister for Defence in 1946. After 
Stalin's death he became vice-premier in Malen- 
kov's government and was made premier after 
the latter's resignation in Feb. 1955. 


№ Butler, RICHARD AUSTEN, С.Н, (1954), British 
statesman, born in India in 1902, educated at 
Marlborough and Cambridge, became Соп- 
servative member for Saffron Walden in 1929. 
He was Minister of Education (1941-45), of 
Labour (1945), and Chancellor of the Exchequer 
(1951-55), becoming thereafter Lord Privy Seal 
and leader of the House of Commons. In the 
Macmillan government of 1957 he was made 
Home Secretary.

Cammaerts, EMILE. Lived in England from 
1908 as Professor of Belgian Studies at London 
University ; died in 1953. (See p. 171.) 

Campbell, Sm MALCOLM (1885-3949), born in 
Chislehurst, Kent, from 1927 onwards established 
successive world speed records in motor and 
speed-boat racing. Knighted in 1931, he was the 
first motorist to exceed 300 m.p.h. (at Bonneville 
Salt Flats, Utah, 1935). His son DONALD broke 
the world water speed record on Ullswater in 1955 
and again on Coniston Water in 1956.

Cary, (ARTHUR) Joyce (LUNEL). British 
novelist, born 1888 in Londonderry, educated at 
Clifton College and Oxford. Ніз first novel 
Aissa Saved did not appear until 1932, but many 
more followed, among them The African Witch 
(1936), Castle Corner (1988), Mister Johnson

Chagall, Maro (1887- ) artist and illus- 
trator, was born of Russian-Jewish parentage at 
Vitebsk.

Chain, Ernst Borts (1906-_ ), born in Berlin 
of Russian extraction, fled from Germany to

Charpentier, GUSTAVE, died in 1950. 


Cherwell, BARON, born in Sidmouth in 1880, 
is famed for his work on quantum theory, and on 
the upper atmosphere. He was Paymaster- 
General, 1942-5 and 1951-53, when he resumed 
his professorship. (See p. 211.) 


Chevalier, MAURICE, French music-hall artist 
and film-actor, born at Paris in 1888. 


Chiang Kai-shek. During and after the war he 
allowed corrupt right-wing elements to become 
dominant in the Kuomintang, and the split with 
the Communists was intensitled. In 1948 he 
became President of the republic, but in 1949 
the Kuomintang collapsed before the Communist 
advance and Chiang withdrew with the remnant 
of his Nationalist army to Formosa, there to 
train new forces and harass the Communist 
mainland, causing much political consternation 
thereby among western nations. (See p. 212.) 


Chifley, JOSEPH BENEDICT (1885-1951), Aus- 
tralian politician, in early life an engine-driver, 
and an advocate, was Labour Prime Minister 
1945-49. 


Chirico, GIORGIO DE (1888- ) Italian 
painter, born at Volo in Greece, was one of the 
founders of the surrealist school, but afterwards 
reverted to traditional art.  [Kee'-ree-ko.] 


Chou En-lai, Chinese politician, born in 1898 
near Shanghai.  Educated at an American 
missionary college in Tientsin, he was imprisoned 
for rioting in 1919 and thereafter spent some 
time in Europe, particularly at Paris, and prob-

also in Moscow receiving training as а 
DU MES In 1924 he was at Whampoa 
Military academy in Canton, headquarters of the 
Kuomintang, as assistant to the Soviet military 
adviser. He organized the typical Communist 
revolt which secured Shanghai in 1927, but 
shortly afterwards, when the Kuomintang turned 
against the Communists, he was arrested, but 
escaped to organize further Moscow-inspired in- 
surrections, among them the abortive rising at 
Canton in the same year. Thereafter he under- 
took the task of spreading Communist doctrine in 
the towns, while Mao Tse-tung (q.v.) strength- 
ened the cause іп the country districts. The two 
joined forces in 1931 after Mao had set up his 
provincial government in the SE. Chou En-lai 
was largely responsible for persuading Chiang 
Kai-shek to bury the hatchet temporarily in 
order to present a united front against Japan, 
and his knowledge of the West brought him a 
number of diplomatic missions in the service of 
Mao Tse-tung. He was made Premier and 
Foreign Minister in the new Communist govern- 
ment in 1939. [CAoo-en-li.] 


Churchill, SIR WINSTON, O.M. (1946), sat for 
Woodford from 1945. In that year his govern- 
ment fell, but he became Prime Minister again 
in 1951. He was made a Knight of the Garter 
in 1953, and he retired from office in 1955, but 
remained a back-bencher. (See p. 215.) 


Chu Teh (1886- ), Chinese Communist 
leader, joined the Communist army in 1927. In 
1949, as Commander-in-Chief, he was elected a 


vice-chairman of the People’s Republic of China. 
[ Choo-day.] 


Clair, RENÉ (1898— ), French film producer, 
is notable for his light touch and whimsical irony, 
evident in many successful films, produced at 
first in France, later in America, including Sous 


c d de Paris, Le Million, The Ghost goes 
est. 


Claudel, PAUL, died in 1955. 


Cockcroft, SIR Јонх 0009145 (1897— b 
English руно Was professor at Cambridge 
(1939-46), thereafter director of the Atomic 
Energy Research Establishment of the Ministry 
of Supply, Nobel Prizeman in physics, 1951. He 
was awarded the О.М, in 1957. 


Cocteau, JEAN (1891— 
Lafitte, the most versatil 
wittiest of modern French writers, was author of 
Parade, a ballet (1917); the futuristic poems 
Cap de Bonne-Espérance (1918) and the classical 
Plain-Chant (1923); а novel Les Enfants Ter- 
ribles (1929), and a play Antigone (1928) He has 
also produced several revolutionary film treat- 
ments of myths and fairy tales, including La Belle 
et La Ве, Orphée and L'éternel retour. [Kok-tő.] 


Colette, SIDONIE -GABRIELLE (1873-1954), 
French novelist, in collaboration with her first 
husband, Willy, wrote the amusin; Claudine 
series (1901—07), and later wrote further novels, 
including Chéri (1920), La Chatte (1933), &c. 
[Kol-et.]

Kéenek, ERNST, Czech-Jewish composer born 
in Vienna in 1900, became eventually professor 
at Vassar College, New York. He has written 
operas and symphonies, and his style ranges 
from austere counterpoint to jazz (as in his 
famous Jonny spielt auf, Leipzig 1927).

Eruschev, NrkitA (1894- ), Russian poli- 
ticlan, was born near Kursk, son of a Ukrainian 
miner.

Macmillan, HAROLD (1894— ), British poli- 
tician, son of Maurice Macmillan of the famous 
publishing house, educated at Eton and at Balliol 
College, Oxford, M.P. for Stockton-on-Tees in 
1924-29 and 1931—45, and for Bromley, Kent, 
from 1945. After a successful term of office as 
Minister of Housing in Churchill’s 1951 govern- 
ment he became Minister of Defence in 1954, and 
was Foreign Secretary and subsequently Chancel- 
lor of the Exchequer under Sir Anthony Eden. 
In the latter capacity he introduced the contro- 
yersial Premium Bond scheme. Не succeeded 
as Prime Minister after Sir Anthony’s resignation 
owing to failing health in Jan. 1957.

In 1945 he became 
one of the leaders of the new Democratic party 


and was made Prime Minister when it came to 
power. 


Mendés-France, PIERRE, born 1907. French 
statesman, entered parliament in 1932 as а 
Radical. In 1941 he made a daring escape from 
imprisonment in Vichy France and came to 
EU to join the Free French forces. After 
a short time as Minister for National Economy 
under de Gaulle in 1945, he became prominent on 
the opposition side, and in June 1954 succeeded 
M. Laniel as Prime Minister. 


At a troubled 
period he handled France's foreign affairs with 


more flrmness and decision than most of his 
immediate predecessors, but just when the 
government was beginning to show an unwonted 
semblance of stability it was defeated on its 


North African policy, and he resigned in Feb. 
1955. 


Menuhin, YEHUDI (1010- ). American violin- 
ist, born in New York, at the age of seven 
appeared as soloist with the San Francisco 
Symphony Orchestra, and has since won inter- 
national renown.

His release, oh grounds of age 
and ill-health, was obtained in 1955. 

Modigliani, AMEDEO (1884-1920), Italian 
painter, was born in Leghorn, and died in Paris, 
where he had lived since 1906. His early por- 
traiture developed into a personal style, using 
flat mass and hard outline. [116-deel-ya’-nee.} 

Moeran, ERNEST JOHN (1895-1950), composer, 
was born in Osterley near London. He studied 
at the Royal College of Music. Among his best- 
known works are the Symphony in G minor (1938), 
Sinfonietta for Orchestra (1945), апа the Cello 
Sonata (1047). He was drowned in Ireland in 
December 1950. [Mó'-er-an.]

In 1952 he became President of the Euro- 
pean Coal and Steel High Authority. (Mon-ay.) 

Montale, EuGENIO (1890— ), Italian poet, 
was born in Genoa. He is the leading poet of the 
modern Italian * hermetic ' school. 

Montessori, MARIA, died 6th May 1952. 

Montgomery, Viscount, in 1951, became 
Deputy Supreme Allied Commander in Europe. 

Moore, HENRY (1898— ), English sculptor, 
was born in Yorkshire. Although his earliest 
work of importance appeared in 1921, it was 
after two years' study in France and Italy 
(1924-20), where he was influenced by Arp and 
Picasso, that he developed into a major figure. 
Moore is predominantly interested In the spatial 

uality of sculpture, an effect often achieved by 
the piercing of his figures. 

Morgan, CHARLES (1804- ), English author, 
after serving in the Navy was for a time dramatic 
critic of The Times. His works include novels, 
notably The Fountain (1932), Sparkenbroke (1936), 
The Judge's Story (1947), The River Line (1949) ; 
and essays, Reflections in a Mirror. All his 
Writing is marked by subtlety of thought, grace 
of style, and a sensitive imagination. 
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Morley, EDWARD WILLIAMS (1838-1923), 
American chemist and physicist, born at Newark, 
N.J., professor in Cleveland, Ohio, is best remem- 
bered for his classic collaboration with Michelson 
(q.v., supra). 

Morrison, HERBERT STANLEY (1888- ), 
C.H. (1951). English labour statesman, became 
an M.P. in 1923, Chairman of the Labour Party 
in 1928, Leader of the London County Council in 
1934, Home Secretary in 1940, Lord President of 
the Council in 1945, and Foreign Secretary (for 
a few months) in 1951. 

Moscicki, IGNACY, died Ist October 1941. 

Mossadegh, DR. MOHAMMED, Persian statesman, 
born about 1880 in Tehran, obtained his doctor- 
ate of laws in Neuchátel in 1914, held office in 
Persia in the 1920's, returned to politics in 1944, 
and directed his attack on the Anglo-Iranian 
Oil Co., which, by his Oil Nationalisation Act of 
1951 (in which year he became Prime Minister), 
he claimed to have expropriated. His govern- 
ment was overthrown by a Royalist uprising in 
nd he was imprisoned.

Munthe, AXEL (1857-1949), born at Oskars- 
hamn, was a Swedish court physician, lived 
much in Capri, and wrote a fantastic auto- 
biography, T'he Story of San Michele (1929). 

Murray, CHARLES (1864-1941), Scottish poet 
of the N.E. Doric, born at Alford, Aberdeenshire, 
is remembered especially for his Hamewith 
(1900). Much of his life was spent as an engineer 
in South Africa. 

Nasser, GAMAL ABDEL, Egyptian political 
leader, born 1918. As an army officer with bitter 
experience of the mismanaged Palestine cam- 
n ign of 1948, he became dissatisfied with the 
nefliciency and corruption of the Faruk régime, 
and founded the military Junta which encom- 
passed its downfall. Chief power behind the 
coup of 1952, he was mainly responsible for the 
rise to power of Gen. Neguib (q.v.), but tension 
between the two, as a result of Neguib's suspected 
dictatorial ambitions, culminated in Nasser’s 
assumption of the premiership in April 1954 and 
of presidential powers їп November 1954, when 
Neguib was deposed. Nasser was officially 
elected President in June 1956, and his almost 
immediate action in expropriating the Suez Canal 
led to a state of tension in the Middle East which 
culminated in Israel’s invasion of the Sinai 
Peninsula, Anglo-French intervention, and 
Egypt's blocking of the canal.

Nernst became 
Professor of Chemistry in Góttingen (1891) and 
in Berlin (1905). In 1933 he became director of 
the Berlin Physical Institute. In 1906 he 
proposed the heat theorem (third law of thermo- 
dynamics). He also investigated the specific heat 
of solids at low temperature in connection with 
quantum theory, and proposed the atom chain- 
Teaction theory in photochemistry. He was 
awarded the Nobel Prize for chemistry for 1920. 


Nethersole, OLGA, died in 1951. 


Nkrumah, Күлме, Gold Coast native leader 
born in 1909, educated at Achimota College and 
at the London School of Economics. An anti- 
imperialist and communist, he first took political 
office as General Secretary of the nationalist 
United Gold Coast Convention, was banished 
after rioting in 1948, and was imprisoned in 1950 
for subversive activities, but nevertheless 
became Prime Minister in 1054 after the first 
general elections under the new Gold Coast 
constitution.

Pijper, WILLEM (1804-1947), one of the 
foremost of modern Dutch composers, was born 
at Zeist and taught at Amsterdam Conservatoire. 
He wrote symphonies and other orchestral

Pizzetti, ILDEBRANDO, Italian composer born 
in 1880, from 1936 director of St. Cecilia Con- 
servatory, Rome. Although he has written for 
every medium, his operas have brought him most 
renown. [Pit-set'ti.]

Pound, EzRA (see p. 760), American poet, was 
charged with treason, in 1946, but was found 
mentally unfit, and committed to an asylum. 
There he finished Pisan Cantos, a section of 
The Cantos, a long epic poem: For this section 
he was awarded a Bollingen Prize in 1949. 
Pound did much in America and England, 
through critical magazines and his own росігу, 
to encourage imagist and other modern tech- 
niques, and is held in great respect by such 
famous pupils as T. S. Eliot, Auden, and others.

Rowntree, JOSEPH (1836-1925), Quaker in- 
dustrialist, social and industrial reformer, born 
at York, promoted with his brother, Henry Isaac, 
(d. 1883), the cocoa-manufacturing business 
acquired by the latter in 1862.—His son, 
(BENJAMIN) SEEBOHM, born at York in 1871, 
chairman of the above firm 1925-41, devoted 
his life to the study of social problems and wel-

Abercrombie, Jons (1780-1844), born at Aber- 
dee took his M.D. in Edinburgh (1803), and, 
establishing a practice there, after Dr Gregory's 
death (n ) was recognised as the first consultiug 
physician ín Scotland. His Intellectual Powers 
(1830) and Moral Feelings (1833) are superficial. 

Abercrombie, LASCELLES (1881-1038), profes- 
sor of English at Leeds (1922) and London (1929), 
reader at Oxford (1935), was an expert In both 
the theory and the practice of the art of poetry. 


Abercrombie, бів (LESLIE) Patrick (Kt. 1945), 
born in 1879, was professor of Town Planning at 
University College, London (1935-46), and con- 
sultant for planning and rebuilding London, 
Plymouth, Hull, Bath, and the Clyde region. 


Abercrombie, S RALPH (1734-1801), was born 
at Menstrie, Clackmannanshire, studied law at 
Edinburgh and Leipzig, but joined the Dragoons 
in 1750 and served in the Seven Years' War. 
He was M.P. for Clackmannanshire, 1774-80: 
in 1793 he accompanied the Duke of York to 
Holland, where he won the admiration of the 
army. The West Indies campaign he conducted 
with distingulshed success, In 1797 he was sent 
to command the forces in Ireland, but his remon- 
strances against the policy of the government led 
to his removal to the Scottish command. In 
1801 he received the command of the expedition to 
the Mediterranean. The fleet anchored in Aboukir 
Bay on 2d March 1801; and before mid-day of 
the Sth, the British troops were in possesion ot 
the sandhills which command the shore, having 
landed in the face of a storm of shot. On tha 
21st, Menou, the French commander, attempted 
vainly to surprise the British camp. In the 
glorious action that ensued, Abercromby was 
struck by a musket-ball in the thigh; and on the 
28th he died on board th hip. The peeraga 
conferred on his widow rwards enjoyed by 
his eldest son, with the title of Baron Abercromby. 
—His second son, General Sir JOHN AbnERCROMDY 
(1772-1817), captured Mauritius in 1809.—His 
third son, JAMES (1776-1858), entered parliament 
in 1807, held the office of Speaker (1835-39), and 
was then created Baron Dunfermline. He wrote 
a Memoir of his father's last eight years (1801).—

Aberdare, Henry Austin Bruce, Lonp, born 
at Duffryn, Glamorganshire, 16th April 1815, was 
called to the bar in 1887, and in 1852 was returned 
by Merthyr-Tydvil asa Liberal, Homo Secretary 
under Gladstone in 1868, he was raised to the 
peerage in 1873, and was Lord President of the 
Council in 1873-74. Но died 25th February 1895. 

Aberdeen, GEORGE HAMILTON GORDON, EARL 
oF, born at Edinburgh, 28th January 1784, was 
educated at Harrow; in 1801 succeeded to the 
earldom ; made a tour through Greece ; and took 
his M.A. from St John's College, Cambridge (1804).

Agricola, GN.EUS Junius, a Roman statesman 
and soldier, was born at Forum Julii (now Fréjus 
in Provence), 37 А.р, Having served with dis- 
tinction in Britain, Asia, and Aquitania, he was 
in 77 A.D. elected consul, and proceeded as 
governor to Britain. He was the first Roman 
general who effectually subdued the island, and 
the only one who displayed as much genius in 
civilising as in conquering the inhabitants. In 
his last campaign (c. 86 .р,), his decisive victory 
over the Caledonians under Galgacus, in the 
battle of Mons Graupius, established the Roman 
dominion to some distance north of the Forth. 
After this campaign, his Пеер circumnavigated 
the coast, for the first time discovering Britain to 
be an island. The news of Agricola's successes 
inflamed the jealousy of Domitian, and in 87 A.D, 
he was recalled. Thenceforth he lived in retire- 
ment. The jealousy of the emperor is Supposed 
to have hastened his death (98 A.p.) His Life 
by his son-in-law Tacitus is one of the choicest 
specimens of biography in literature. 

Agricola, JoHANN (1492-1566), originally called 
Schnitter or Schneider, also Magister Islebius 
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his birthplace, Eisleben, was one of the 
EU zealous founders of Protestantism. Having 
studied at Wittenberg aud Leipzig, he was sent 
in 1525 by Luther to Frankfort, to institute the 
Protestant worship there; then preached at 
Eisleben until in 1536 appointed to a chair at 
Wittenberg, which, however, he had to resign in 
1540 for his opposition to Luther in the great 
Antinomian controversy. He died court-preacher 
at Berlin. He wrote many theological books, but, 
it is his collection of German proverbs (1528-29) 
that has assured him a place in German literary 
history. See Kawerau, Johann Agricola (1881). 


Agricola, Корогриов, the foremost scholar of 
the * New Learning' in Germany, was born near 
Groningen, in Friesland, 234 August 1443, Ніз 
Teal name, Roelof Huysmann (‘husbandman ’), 
he Latinised into Agricola. From Groningen he 
passed to Louvain, Paris, and Italy, where, during 
1473-80, he attended the lectures of the most 
celebrated men of his age, In 1483 he established 
himself in the Palatinate, where he sojourned 
alternately at Heidelberg and Worms, dividing 
his time between private studies and publie 
lectures, and enjoying high popularity. He dis- 
tinguished himselfalso as a musician and painter, 
He revisited Italy (1484), and died at, Heic lelberg, 
28th October 1485. Most of his works were 
collected by Alard of Ainsterdam (2 vols, Cologne, 
1589) See Tresling's Vita Agricola: (Gron. 1830), 
and Bezold's German monograph (Mun.

Agrippa, Cornettus, а cabalistic philosopher, 
born at Cologne of the noble family of Nettes- 
hein (14th September 1486), was educated at the 
university there, and early entered the service of 
the Emperor Maximilian. By him he was sent 
on a secret mission to Paris (1506), where he 
joined a theosophistic society, and whe 
engaged in a madcap expedition to Catalon 
1509 he was invited to teach theol 
Burgundy. His lectures on Reuchlín's De Verbo 
Mirifi drew on him the bitter hatred of the 
monks, and he was obliged to resume a diplo- 
matic career. He was sent, in 1510, by Maxi- 
milian to London, where he was Colet' guest. 
In 1511 he was summoned to join the imperial 
army in Italy; in 1515 he lectured at Pavia, and 
was made doctor both of law and medicine; In 
1518 he became town-orator at Metz; but in 1520 
he was back in Cologne, having roused the hos- 
tility of the Inquisition by his defence of a witch, 
Dominicans and ecclesiastical authorities perse- 
cuted hin, so that he went to Fribourg in Switzer- 
land, where he started a medical practice. In 
1524 he removed to Lyous, as physician to the 
qneen-mother of France; but here his character 
of occult philosopher, of semi-Lutheran even, 
soon furnished pretexts for neglect. He could 
get no salary ; and at last, in 1528, he departed 
to Antwerp, where he was appointed historio- 
grapher to Charles V. He now began to publish 
his works, De Incertitudine et Vanitate Seien- 
tiarum (1530), De Occulta Philosophia. (1531-33), 
and De Nobilitate Feminei Sexus (1632), the last 
two written more than twenty years earlier. The 
first displeased both emperor and monks; the 
second procured him the title of magician, Once 
more he could get no salary, and was thrown into 
gaol for debt. hen he retired to Mechlin, and 
married a third wife, who proved unfaithful ; and 
then, again forced to flee, he set out on the way 
to Lyons. He had hardly crossed the French 
border when he was cast into prison for slander- 
ing the queen-mother; and though he was soon 
released, he reached Grenoble only to die (18th

_ Akbar (i.e, ‘the great, his Tropan name being 
Jelal-ed-din-Mohanmed), Mogul emperor of India, 
was born 23rd November 1542 at Amarkot during 
the flight of his father, Humayun, to Persia, 
Humayun recovered the throne of Delhi in 1555, 
but died within a year. The young prince at 
first committed the administration to a regent, 
Beiram, but in 1560 took the power into his own 
hands. At this time only a few of the many 
Provinces once subdued by the Mongol invaders 
Were actually subject to the throne of Delhi; 
in ten or twelve years, Akbar's empire embraced 
the whole of India north of the Vi ndhya Moun- 
tains. His wisdom, vigour, and humanity are 
unexampled in the East. He promoted commerce 
by constructing roads, estal lishing a uniform 
System of weights and Measures, organising a 
vigorous police, and adjusting taxation, For a 
born Mohammedan, his tolerance was wonder- 
ful; and Portugues missionaries from Goa were 
Sent at his request to give him an account of the 
Christian faith. He even attempted to promul- 
gate a new religion of his own, an eclectic kind 
of deism or natural religion. Literature received 
great encouragement, Abul-Fa7l,theableiinister 
of Akbar, has left a valuable history of his reign, 
entitled Akbar-nameh. Akbar died 18th October 
1605 at Agra, and was buried in anoble mausoleum 
at Sikandra.

Akenside, Mank, poet and physician, was born 
at Newcastle, 9th November 1721. The son of а 
butcher, at the аде of seven he was accidentally 
lamed- for life in his father's shop. He was 
destined for the Presbyterian ministry, and in 
1739 was sent to study theology at Edinburgh, 
but soon- abandoned it for medicine. He took 
his M.D. at Leyden in 1744, and practised at 
Northampton, then at Hampstead, and finally in 
London. . His success as a. practitioner was never 
very great, owing to his haughty and pedantic 
manner, which Smollett sketches to the life in 
Peregrine Pickle; but at Leyden he had formed 
an intimacy with Jeremiah Dyson, and this rich 
and generous friend allowed him £300 a year, 
He died in London, June 23, 1770, having ‘nine 
years earlier been CSS one of the physicians 
to the queen. He contributed verses to the 
Gentleman's Magazine as early as 1737; and in 
1744 appeared his Pleasures of the Imagination, a 
didactic poem, begun in his егеп ты to 
which is owing wliatever celebi ty he still has. 

Akers, BENJAMIN PAUL, an American sculptor, 
born near Portland, Maine, 10th July 1825; died 
at Philadelphia, 21st May 1861.

The Projected expedition did not 
take place, but when Honorius failed to pay the 
promised subsidy, Alaric invested Rome. Pro.

Enraged by farther 
breach of covenant, he advanced on Rome a third 
time (410), and his troops pillaged the city for six 
days, Alaric, who was an Arian Chris an like 
his people, forbidding his soldiers to dishonour 
women or destroy religious buildings.

Albert, PRINCE Consort, was born at Schloss 
Rosenau, near Coburg, August 20, 1819, the 
younger son of the Duke of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha, 
by his first marriage with Louisa, daughter of the 
Duke of Saxe-Gotha-Altenburg. After a careful 
domestic education, the Prince, along with his 
elder brother, studied at Brusselsand Bonn (1830— 
88), where, in addition to the sciences connected 
with state-craft, he devoted himself with ardour 
to natural history and chemistry, and displayed 
great taste for the fine arts, especially painting 
and music. Gifted with a handsome figure, he 
attained expertness in all knightly, exercises ; 
whilst by Baron Stockmar, his mentor, he was 
imbued with a real interest in European politics. 
Queen Victoria and he met first in 1836, and fell 
in love like ordinary mortals, though the marriage 
had long been projected by King Leopold and 
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Baron Stockmar, It was celebrated in London 
оп 10th February 1840. The title of Consort of 
Her Most Gracious Majesty was formally con- 
ferred in 1842, amd that of Prince Consort in 
1857. He abstained, with prudence and tact, 
from undue meddling with state affairs, whilst 
opening for himselfan influential sphere of action 
in the encouragement aud promotion of science 
aud art, The Exhibition of 1851 owed much to 
him. He held strongly that Prussia should be 
supreme in Germany, On 14th December 1861 
he died of typhoid fever at Windsor Castle.

Albert, Eucex Francis CianLES p' (1804- 
1932), born at Glasgow, the son of a French 
musician, studied at London and abroad, and 
became very distingnished as pianist and com- 
poser. He composed operas (Tiefland, &c.), a 
suite, a symphony, many songs, and much music 
for the piano, [Dal-bair.] 

Albert, Hrrsnicn (1004-51), sometimes called 
Alberti, did much to develop the German lied 
as we know it, composed many airs, songs, 
chorals, and hymn-tunes, He was born at 
Libenstein, in Saxony, studied at Leipzig, and 

became organist in Königsberg. 

Albert, ЈоѕЕРН (1825-86), а German photog- 
rapher, who was born at Munich and died there, 
made valuable improvements on the gelatine 
process in photo-mechanical printing. 

Albertus Magnus, Count оғ Borrsrápr, the 
Doctor Universalis, canonised in 1932, was born 
at Lauingen, in Swabia, in 1193 or 1206, studied at 
Padua, and,entering thenewly-founded Dominican 
order, taught in the schools of Hildesheim, 
Ratisbon, and Cologne, where Thomas Aquinas 
was his pupil. In 1945-54 he lectured at Paris, 
in 1254 became provincial of the Dominicans in 
Germany, and in 1260 was named Bishop of Ratis- 
bon. But in 1262 he retired to his convent at 
Cologne to devote himself to literary pursuits, and 
there һе іе іп 1280, Ofhis works (1651: 1890-99) 
the most notableare the Summa Theologie and the 
Summa de Creaturis. Albertus excelled all his 

contemporaries in the wideness of his learning, 
and in legend appears ‚Аз а magician. He was 
to the best of his ability a faithful follower of 
Aristotle as presented by Jewish, Arabian, and 
western commentators, and did more than any 
эпе to bring about that union of theology and 
Aristotelianism which is the basis of scliolasti.

Alcester, FREDERIC BEAUCHAMP Pager SEY- 
MOUR, LORD (1821- admiral R.N., was edu- 
cated at Eton, entered the navy in 1834, 
served in Burma, in the Baltic against Russia, 
and in New Zealand, and received his peerage for 
the bombardment of Alexandria in 1882, 

Alcibiades, born at Athens about 450 m.c., 
lost his father, Clinias, in the battle of Coronea 
(447), and so was brought up in the house of his 
kinsman Pericles, Socrates gained great in- 
fluence over him, but was unable to restrain his 
love of magnificence and dissipation, especially 
after his marriage to the wealthy Hipparete. He 
first bore arms in the expedition against Potidea 
(432 1.c.), but took no part in political matters 
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till after the death of the demagogue Cleon, when, 
Jealous of Nicias, he persuaded the Athenians to 
ally themselves with Argos, Elis, and Mantinea 
(420) against Sparta. It t his suggestion 
that, in 415, they engaged in tlie Sicilian expedi- 
tion, of which he was a commander. But while 
preparations were making, опе night all the 
statues of Hermes in Athens were mutilated. 
Alcibiades’ enemies threw on him the blame of 
this sacrilege, and after he had set sail, he was 
recalled to stand his trial. Passing to Lace- 
dæmon, and conforming to Spartan manners, he 
induced the Lacedwmonians to send assistance to 
Syracuse, to form an alliance with Persia, and to 
encourage Ionia and the islands, whither he now 
went, to revolt against Athens, But the not 
unjust suspicions of Agis and other Spartans led 
him to flee to 'Tissaphernes, the Persian satrap, 
to whom he soon became indispensable. And 
now he began to plot the overthrow of democracy 
in Athens, and secured Persian support for the 
oligarchical council established in 411, which did 
not, however, recall him. Thereupon he took 
the command of the Athenian (democratic) army 
at Samos, and during the next four years 
defeated. the Spartans at GS Si Abydos, 
and Cyzicus, recovered Chalcedon and Byzan- 
tinm, and restored to the Athenians the dominion 
of thesea, He then returned home (407) and was 
enthusiastically received, but, failing 1n an ex- 
pedition to Asla, he was superseded (406) and 
went into exile in the Thracian Chersonesus, 
Emerging after the great Spartan victory at 
ZEgospotami, he made for the Persian court, but 
by procurement of the Spartans, who knew he 
was seeking Persian helpfor the Athenians against 
them, his house was fired and he was assassinated 
(404). See Life by E. F. Benson (1928). 

Alciphron (jlo, 180 A.D.), а Greek writer of 118 
imaginary epistles (ed. by Hercher, Paris, 1873 ; 
trans, Wright, 1928). 

Aloman (Ло. 020 р,с.), was born at Sardis, in 
Lydia, but lived, first as a slave, and afterwards 
аз a freedman, in Sparta. The first to write 
erotic poetry, he composed in the Doric dialect 
Parthenia, or songs sung by choruses of virgins, 
bridal-hymns, and verses in praise of love and 
wine. Of his scanty fragments, which are given 
in Bergk's Poete Lyrici, the most important is a 
Parthenion, discovered on an Egyptian papyrus 
at Parls in 1855. 

Alcock, Sim Jons WILLIAM (1802-1019; kt. 
1919), English alrman, born at Manchester, on 
lith June 1919, with Arthur Whitten Brown, 
first flew the Atlantic (Newfoundland to Ireland).

Alcudia, MANUEL DE GODOY, DUKE OF (1707- 
1851), Charles IV.'s unprincipled favourite, was 
born at Badajoz, and died in Parls, having fled 
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Spain in 1808, See his Mémoires (1830), and Lives 
by D'Auvergne (1912), Madol (1931 ; trans, 1984). 

Alouin (originally Ealhwine), or Avpisus, the 
adviser of Charlemagne, was born at York in 735, 
and educated at the cloister-seliool, of which iu 
775 he became master. In 751, returning from 
Rome, he met Charlemagne at Parma, and on 
his invitation attached himself to the court at 
Aix-la-Chapelle. Here he devoted himself first 
to the education of the royal family itself, and 
through his influence the court became a school 
of culture for the hitherto almost barbarous 
Frankish empire. In 796 he settled at Tours as 
abbot; and the school here soon became one of 
the most important in the empire. Till his death 
here in 804, he still corresponded constantly with 
Charlemagne. His works comprise poems; works 
on grammar, rh ie, and dialectics; theological 
and ethical treati s of several saints ; and 
over two hundred letters.

Aldholm, or EaAnpukLM, Sr (с. 640-709), edu- 
cated at Malmesbury and Canterbury, became 
abbot of Malmesbury about 673, Bishop of Sher- 
borne in 705, A skilled architect, he built a little 
church still standing (some say)at Bradford-on- 
Avon ; n great scholar, he wrote Latin treatises, 
letters, and verses, besides БОШ poems that 
have perished, See Life by G, F. Browne (1903), 
and his works in Giles's Patres Eccles, Angl. (1844). 

Aldington, Ricuanp, English ‘imagist’ poet, 
born in 1892, married Hilda Doolittle (q.v.). 

Aldobrandini, a noble Florentine family, its 
most prominent members Silvestro (1499-1588), а 
law-teacher, and Ippolito (1536-1021), who became 
Pope Clement VIII. 

Aldred (also Ealdred or Alred) became abbot 
of Tavistock (1027), Bishop of Worcester (1044), 
and Archbishop of York (1000). He undertook 
several diplomatic missions to the Continent, and 
was the first English bishop to visit Jerusalem 
(1058). It has been alleged that he crowned 
Harold in 1000; he certainly crowned William 
the Conqueror, and proved a faithful servant to 
the Norman king. He was active and courageous, 
but ambitious, greedy, and self-seeking. Aldred 
died at York, September 11, 1069. 

Aldrich, Henry (1647-1710), born at West- 
minster, passed in 1662 from Westininster School 
to Christ Church, Oxford, of which he became & 
canon in 1682, and dean in 1689. He designed the 
Peckwater Quadrangle, and wrote the wel -known 
catch, ‘Hark, the bonny Christ Church Bells; 
but he is less remembered as architect or com- 
poser, or even as an inveterate smoker, than as 
the author of the Artis Logica Compendium (1091), 
of which a new edition appeared in 1802. 

Aldrich, Tuomas BarLEYv (1836-1907), poet 
and novelist, born at Portsmouth, N.H., was 
from 1881 to 1890 editor of the Atlantic Monthly. 

Aldridge, Ina (с. 1805-07), a negro tragedian, 
born in Senegambia, in 1825 came to Glasgow from 
New York to study for a missionary career ; but 
next year, forsaking the pulpit for the stage, made 
his debut аз ‘Othello’ in a small London theatre, 
He played in the provinces till 1852; then on the 
Continent won a high reputation, which London 
refused to endorse (1857) ; and died at Łódż. 

Aldrovandi, Urissk (1522-1605), naturalist, was 
bornat Bologna, and educated there and at Padua, 
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Паргізопеі at Rome in 1549 as a heretle, he 
graduated in medicine at the university of his 
native city (1553), occupied successively its chairs 
of Botany and Natural History, and established 
its Botanical Garden in 1567. All his studies and 
collections were made subservient to his great 
work on birds, insects, and mollusca (1599-1642). 
Aldus Manutius, or Аро Maxuzzi (1450- 
1515), the Venetian printer after whom are named 
the Aldine editions of the Greek and Roman 
classics and of the great Italian writers that for 
about a hundred years were printed at Venice by 
himselfand his successors (his son, Paolo Manuzio, 
1512-71; and Ais son, Aldus the younger, 1547- 
97) He was the first to print Greek books. He 
had beautiful founts of Greek type and Latin 
туре made, and first used italics on a large scale, 
In all 903 works were issued, of which the rarest 
and most valuable are those from 1490 to 1497, 
the Virgil of 1501, and the Rhetores Стасі. See 
French works by Rénouard (8d ed.

After 
consnlting the oracle of Ammon in the Libyan 
Desert, he again set ont to meet Darius, and 
near Arbela in 381 m.c, won another decisive 
victory over an even greater army than at Issus, 
Darius escaped on horseback. Babylon and Susa, 
the treasure-houses of tho East, opened. their 
gates to Alexander, who also entered in triumph 
Persepolis, the capital of Persia. Such marvel. 
lous successes dazzled his judgment. That in a 
fitof drunkenness, and at the instigation of Thais, 
an Athenian courtesan, he set fire to Persepolis, 
the wonder of the world, and reduced it toa 
heap of ashes, is mere legend. Having discovered

The alliance between Scotland and Nor- 
Way was strengthened in 1282 by King Eric's 
marriage to Alexander's only daughter, Margaret 
(1261-83); the witimely death of their infant 
daughte argaret, commonly designated the 
Maid of Norway, on her way to take possession 
of her throue, was the occasion of many calami- 
ties to Scotland. During the concluding years 
of Alexander's reign, the kingdom enjoyed a 
peace and prosperity which it did not taste again 
for many generations. His only surviving son 
died withont issue in 1284; and next year Alex- 
Ander contracted a second marriage with Joleta, 
daughter of the Count de Dreux. The hopes of 
the nation were soon after clouded by his un- 
timely death. Riding on a dark night between 
Burntisland and Kinghorn, he fell with his horse, 
and was killed on the spot, 12th March 1 
monument (1887) marks the scene of his death. 


,Mexander I., Emperor of Russia, was born 
230 December 1777. Educated on Rousseauesque

In the war 
of France against Austria in 1809, he took only a 
lukewarm part; against Turkey he renewed 
hostilities, which w continued till the peace 
of Bucharest in 1s The unnatural alliance 
of Alexander with France could not, however, be 
maintained; and though he was not with his 
troops during the French invasion of Russia 
(1812), he took an active part in thegreat struggles 
ОГ 1513 апа 1814. At the occupation of Paris after 
the downfall of Napoleon in 1814, Alexander was 
the central figure, and he was received with equal 
enthusiasm in London, At the Congress of Vienna 
he laid claim to Poland, but promised to confer 
оп ita constitution, On Napoleon's return from 
Elba, Alexander urged the energetic renewal of 
the war; yet on this occasion, too, France owed 
much to his generosity. At Paris he had met 
Madame de К Fletes (Qe who gave a new direc- 
tion to his mind, and his French ideas gave place 
to a decided pietism, with sympathies for Protes- 
tant and English ways of thinking. ‘The most 
important political outcome of this period was 
the Holy Alliance, founded by Alexander, and 
accepted by all the Christian powers of Europe, 
except Britain, Many causes contributed to force 
him into a reactionary course, especially the 
influence of Metternich ; and the revolt in Greece 
brought his policy into complete opposition to 
the deepest sympathies of the nation, The death 
of his only and much-loved natural daughter, the 
terrible inundation of St Petersburg in 1824, and 
а Russo-Polish conspiracy against the house of 
Romanoff, contributed to break the heart of the 
emperor, who died at Taganrog, 1st December 
1825. See Rambaud's Histoire de la Russie (Paris 
1879; Eng. trans. 1879), Sutherland-Ed wards 
The Romanoffs ( ), and Clarence Ford's Madame 
de Krudener (1893). 

Alexander IL, Emperor of Russia, was born 
April 29, 1815. He was carefully educated by his 
father, Nicholas Ll, but was subjected to such 
a life of maneuvring, reviewing, and military 
parade, as at last injured his health. Ho then 
travelled through Germany to recruit his energies, 
and there in 1841 married the Princess Marie 
(1824-80), daughter of the Grand-duke of Hesse. 
Но succeeded to the throne, March 2, 1855; and a 
twelvemonth later the Crimean war was ter- 
minated by tho peace of Paris. ‘Tho grand 
achievement of his reign, whieh was in great 
measuro his own deed, was the emancipation of 
the serfs—23,000,000 souls—in 1861. Legal and 
municipal reforms followed; and in 1869 Alex- 
ander established electivo representative assem- 
blies in the provinces. He resisted strenuously 
all foreign interference with Polish affairs durin; 
the insurrection of 1863, which was suppressed 
with great severity. During his reign, the Rus- 
sian empire was widely extended in the Caucasus 
and in Central Asia, During the Franco-German 
war of 1870-71, Alexander maintained a sym thet- 
ic attitude towards Germany, a policy w] ich was 
continued in subsequent alliances both with that 
country and Austria. In 1874 his only daughter 
Marie married the Duke of Edinburgh (from 1893 
Duke of Saxe-Coburg and Gotha) The Czar 
shared the natio турар with the Slavonic 
races under Tur rule, and took the field with 
the army during the victorious war between 
Russis and Turkey in 1877-78. But the most re- 
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markable feature of the second half of his reign 
was the struggle with the Nihilists. Like his 
uncle, Alexander L, he was personally a liberal 
monarch, but his kovernnions repressed the re- 
volutionists severely, and they sought vengeance 
by attacking the tsar and his officers. On 13th 
March 1881 he was injured by a bomb thrown at 
him near his palace, and died a few hours after.

Alexander IIL, born 10th March 1845, in 1860 
married tlie Princess Marie Dagmar of Denmark 
(born 1847; as Dowager Empress she escaped 
from Russia to England in May 1919). Alter 
the death of his father, Alexander IL, through 
fear of assassination he shut himself up in his 
palace at Gatschina, but was crowned in 1883 with 
extraordinary magnificence at Moscow. During 
his reign, Russia steadily pursued her policy 
Of conquest, and of the consolidation of her 
dominions, the subjugation of the Turkomans 
in Central Asia being completed by the fall of 
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Alexander, ARCHIBALD (1772-1851), Presby- 
terian preacher and theologian, born in Virginia, 
was professor at Princeton Theological Sem- 
Inaty, as were also his sons JAMES WADDELL 
ALEXANDER (1804-59), a noted preacher, and 
JOSEPH ADDISON ALEXANDER (1800-00), dis- 
tinguished as preacher, linguist, and exegete.

А Alfonso X. (1221-84) ‘the Astronomer,’ ог 
nee Wise,’ king of León and Castile, succeeded 
is father, Ferdinand IIL, in 1252.

Testile, and in 1271 he crushed an insurrection 
eaded by his son Philip; but a second rising 
Under another son Sancho in 1282 deprived him 
Of his throne.

Alfonso V. (1101-58), ‘the Magnanimous,’ king 
of Aragon and Navarre, succeeded his father in 
1416, and in 1442, after a long contest, made hinm- 
self kiug also of Naples and Sicily. 

Alfonso I. (1110-55), ‘the Conqueror,” earliest 
king of Portugal, was only two years old at the 
death of his father, Henry of Burgundy, con- 
queror and trst Count of Posi во that the 
management of affairs fell to his ambitious and 
dissolute mother, Theresa of Castile. Wresting 
the power from her in 112s, he turned his sword 
against the Moors, defeated them at Onrique, 
, 1139, and proclaimed himself king on 
of battle.

Alfonso VI. (1643-83), of Portugal, suc-

Alfrod, king of the West Saxons (Wessex), was 
born at Wantage, Berkshire, in 849, and in 853 
was taken to Rome. The fifth and youngest son 
of King Ethelwolf, he succeeded to the crown in 
S71, on the death of his brother Ethelred. By 
that time the Danes had overrun most of Eng- 
land north of the Thames. ‘The victory of Ash- 
down, won chiefly by Alfred's bravery, just before 
his accession, gave only a temporary check to 
their incursions into Wessex; and in that same 
year the West Saxons fought eight other battles 
against them. After that, there was some respite, 
till early in 878, Guthrum, king of the Danes of 
East Anglia, suddenly burst into Wessex. Alfred 
could make no effectual resistance, and, seeking 
refuge in tho marshes of Somerset, raised a fort 
at Athelney. In May he defeated the Danes at 
Edington, Хуго; and by the peace of W ed- 
more, Guthrum had to receive baptism, and to 
acknowledge the supremacy of, Alfred, who re- 
tained the country south of the Thames and most 
of Mercia, while ceding to the Danes East Anglia 
and the rest of Mercia. In 884 Alfred sent a 
fleot against the Danes of East Anglia; in $88 he 
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took and fortified London; and abont the same 
time Northumbria made submission to him—thus 
he became overlord of all England. On the 
whole, he enjoyed a much-needed period of peace, 
till 893, when a fresh swarm of Danes, under 
Hasting, invaded the country. They were sup- 
ported Ly their fellow-countrymen in East Anglia 
and Northumbria, and for four years gave much 
trouble, Alfred died 26th (or 28th) October 899 
(or 900; or 901), aud was buried at Winchester. 

Asa leader, his great work consisted in repelling 
the Danes, who at his accession threatened to 
subdue the whole country, and in helping towards 
the consolidation of England into a united 
monarchy. It is absolutely unhistorical to regard 
him as establishing trial by jury, as having 
divided England into counties and. hundreds, or 
as the founder of the university of Oxford; as 
legislator, he simply compiled or collected ‘the 
best among the enactments of earlier kings. The 
aim of all his work was practical, to promote the 
good of his people; and his writings bear the 
same character of sagacious usefulness. They 
include translations of Bosthius’ Consolation of 
Philosophy, of the Histories of Bede and Orosius, 
and of the Pastoral Care of Gregory the Great (ed.

Alva (or ALBA), FERDINAND ÁLYAREZ DE 
Тогєро, оке or, Spanish general and statesman, 
Was born in 1508, and gave such proofs of his 
courage and capacity in the battle of Pavia (1525), 
in Hungary against the Turks, in Charles V.'s 
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expedition to Tunisand Algiers, and in Provence, 
that he became general at twenty-six, and com» 
mander-in-chiof at thirty. His skilful defence of 
Navarre and Catalonia (1542) gained him his ducal 
title; and in 1547 he contributed greatly to 
Charles V.'s victory at Mühlberg over the Elector 
of Saxony. He took part in the unsuccessful 
expedition against Henry П. of France, who had 
seized Metz; but was more fortunate in 1655 in 
Italy against the combined armies of the pope 
and the French king. After the abdication of 
Charles V. in 1556, Alva overran the States of the 
Church, but was obliged by Philip IL. to conclude 
а peace, and restore all his conquests. On the 
revolt of the Netherlands, Phillp sent Alva in 
1667 with unlimited power and a large military 
force; his first step was to establish the * Bloody 
Council.’ As many as 100,000 artisans, mechanics, 
merchants, &c. emigratel to England, while 
others enlisted under the banners of the pro- 
seribed Princes of Orange, Alva, infuriated by 
the defeat of his lieutenant the Duke of Aren- 
berg, sent Counts Egmont and Horn to tho block.

Ammana'ti, BAnroLowMEO (1511-92), Floren- 
tine architect and sculptor. 

Ammia'nus Marcelli'nus (c. 330-300 A.p.), а 
Roman historian, born of Greek parents at 
Antioch, after fighting in Gaul, Germany, and 
the East, settled at Rome, and devoted himself 
to literature, He wrote in Latin a history of the 
Roman empire in 81 books, of which only 18 are 
oxtant, comprising the years 353-978, This part 
of his work, however, is the most valuable, as it 
treats of affairs with which he was contemporary.

Ammon, Синізторн FRIEDRICH VON (1766- 
1850), a rationalist theologian, was professor of 
Theology at Erlangen and Gottingen. 

Ammo'nius (c. 175-242 A.D.), surnamed SAcoas, 
because in youth he was а s ‘k-carrier or porter 
in Alexandria, was the founder of the Neoplatonic 
philosophy, and teacher of Plotinus, —Another 
Ammonius was an Alexandrian grammarian, who 
taught in Constantinople about 400 A. D.—AÀ third 
was a Neoplatonist, at Alexandria in the 5th cen- 
tury, a disciple of Proclus. 

Amory, Тномаѕ (c. 1601-1788), ап eccentric 
author of Irish descent, who was living in Weste 
minster about 1757, seldom stirred out till dark, 
and was doubtless somewhat insane. His chief 
works aro: Lives of Several Ladies of Great 
Britain: A History of Antiquities, Productions of 
Nature, &c. (1755); and the Life of John Buncle 
(1756-66)—an odd combination of autobiography, 
fantastic descriptions of scenery, deistical the 
ology, and sentimental rhapsody. 

Amos, the peasant prophet of Tekoa, neat 
Bethlehem of Judea, prophesied in the kingdom 
of Israel against idolatry about 800 B.C. 

Ampére, ANDRÉ MARIE, mathematician and 
уы (1775-1836), was born at Lyons, and 

came a teacher in the Polytechnic School 
of Paris, a professor in the Collége de France, 
and a member of the Academy. Among his works 
are Observations Electro-dynamiques (1822) and 
Théorie des Phénomènes Électro-dynamiques (1880). 
_ Ніз son, JEAN JACQUES ANTOINE (1800-64), after 
a spell of foreign travel, lectured on the history of 
literature at Marseilles, and after 1880 was pro- 
fessor in the Collège de France. He was elected to 
the Academy in 1847. Ampére was deeply read in 
German literature, and wrote on China, Persia, 
Tudia, Egypt, and Nubia. His chief works are 
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on early French literature and the French lan- 
me (1841); La Gréce, Rome et Dante (1848) ; and 

Science et les Lettres en Orient (1865). See the

Amyraut (or AxwvnALDUsS), Moses (1596-1664), 
professor of Protestant Theology at Saumur, 
departed from the doctrine of predestination in 
tie direction of ‘hypothetical universalism.’ 

Anacharsis, a witty Scythian prince, travelled 
widely in quest of knowledge and visited Athens 
Vn Solon's time. [A-na-kay "sis. 

Ana/creon was born about 550 в.с. at, Teos, an 
Ionian city in Asia Minor. With his fellow- 
townsmen he emigrated to Abdera, in Thrace, on 
the approach of the Persians, and lived at the 
court of Polycrates of Samos, at Athens, and else- 
where, singing in flowery and graceful strains the 

raises of the muses, of wine, and of love. He 
-left Athens on the fall of the Pisistratids, and 

seems to have died, eighty-five years old, in Teos, 
choked by a grape-stone, according to legend. 
Of the five books of his poems, only a few genuine 
fraginents have been preserved (edited by Bergk, 
1854). The elegant Odes, translated by Cowley 
and Moore, which have given us the word anacre- 
ontic, are admittedly of later origin, though scraps 
of Anacreon’s verse may have been worked up in 
them. They also have been edited by Bergk and 
by Rose (2d ed. Leip. 1876). - 

Anastasius, four popes: (1.) 398—401 ; (11.) 496- 
498 ; (IIL) 911-913 ; (1V.) 1153-54. 

Anaxagoras, Ionic philosopher, born at 
Clazomen:e, in Ionia, 500 B,C., taught for thirty 
years at Athens, where he had many illustrious 
pupils, among them Pericles, Euripides, and 
Archelaus (supposed teacher of Socrates) At 
last his explanations of physical phenomena by! 
natural causes exposed him to accusation of im« 

jety, and withdrawing to Lampsaeus, on the 

Hellespont, he died there in 428. He held that 

all matter existed originally in the condition of 

atoms ; and that order was first produced out of 
chaos through an infinite intelligence (Gr. nons). 

The remaining fragments of his works were edited 

by Schaubach (1827), and by Schorn (1829). See 

a monograph by Heinze (1890). 

Anaximander (611-547 в.с.), Ionic philosopher 
and successor of Thales, was born at Miletus. He 
held the principle of the world to be the infinite 
or indeterminate (to apeiron). 

Anaxim'enes, Ionic philosopher, was born at 
Miletus, and died about 500 в.с. He held air to 
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be the primary form of matter, whence all things 
were fonned by compression: 

Ancelot, Jacqurs-Arst: POLYCARPE- F.

Andron{’cus or Ңиоркз, а Peripatetic philo- 
gopher, who lived at Rome in Cicero's time.— 
Another Greek and Aristotelian, ANDRONICUS 
ÜALLISTOS, was professor in Italy in the 15th c. 

Androni'eus, the name of four Byzantine 
emperors,—ANDHRONICUS I., Comnenus, grandson 
of Alexius L, in his youth served against the 
Turks, was imprisoned for treason for twelve 
years, but EAE to Russia, Pardoned and 
employed again, he fell once more into disfavour ; 
and affer his seandalous seduction of Theodora, 
the widow of Baldwin, king of Jerusalem, he 
settled among the Turks in Asia Minor, with a 
band of outlaws. After the death of Manuel in 
1182, he was recalled to become, first ў, 
then colleague, of the young Emperor Alexius II. 
Soon after, he caused the empress-mother to be 
strangled, and then Alexius himself, marrying 
his youthful widow, His reign was vigorous, 
and restored prosperity to the provinces; but 
tranny and murder were its characteristics in 
the capital. And in 1185 the last; emperor of his 
race was put to death by the infuriated populace. 
—ANDRONICUS II., second of the Palwologi (1282= 
1328), withdrew from the negotiations for the 
union of the Greek and Roman communions, and 
restored the Greek ritual in full. He and the 
empire suffered much from Spanish mercenaries, 
hired for the wars with the Turks.—His grandson, 
ANDRONICUS ПІ, (1328-41), excluded from the sue. 
cession for the murder of his brother, compelled 
his grandfather to make him his colleague in 
the empire and then to abdicate. Meanwhile 
the Turks occupied the southern shores of the 
Bosporus, and the Serbians conquered pulgaris, 
Epirus, and Macedonia.—Anpronicus IV. leaguer 
himself with the Turks to dethrone his father, 
John V. (son of Andronicus III), but was blinded 
and imprisoned, escaped in 1376, and took posses- 
sion of the capital. Ultimately he made a treaty 
with his father, and died in 1385.

Antonius, Marcus (Mark Antony), the Roman 
triumvir, born about 83 n.c., on his mother's side 
was related to Julius Cesar. His youth was 
dissipated, and, pressed by creditors, йө es 
to Athens in 55 в.с, In Palestine and ot 
he ingratiated himself with the soldiery; and, 
fter assisting Cæsar in Gaul, he went to Rome 
n 50 B.C., to uphold his great kinsman, and was 
Koponen quiestor, augur, and tribune of the 
plebs, Next year һе was expelled froin the curia, 
and fled to Cæsar, who made this a pretext for his 
waragainst Pompey. Antony was appointed com- 
nander-in-chtetin Italy ; at Pharsalia he led the 
left wing of Cresar's army. In 47 в.с. he was 
made master of the horse by Cæsar, who left him 
to govern Italy during his absence in Africa. 
Antony, as usual, disgraced himself. He drank ; 
he divorced his wife, and took up with an actress. 
In 44 B.C., as consul, he vainly endeavoured to 
preyai} ou the Romans to recognise Cæsar as 
emperor, On Ciesar's assassination, he played 
the part so finely described by Shakespeare, and 
the flight of the conspirators from Rome left him 
with almost absolute power. Next, we find him 
in dispute with Octavian (sea Avaustus), besieg- 
ing Mutina, and denounced by Cicero. The defeat 
of Mutina (43 p.c.) drove hiin a fugitive beyond 
the Alps; but in Gaul he visited the сапр of 
Lepidus, and gained the favour of the anny, of 
which he took the cominand. Plancus and Pollio 
pma him; and Antony returned to Rome at the 
ead of seventeen legions and 10,000 cavalry. 
Octavian now threw off the mask, and held a con- 
sultation with Antony and Lepidus, near Bononia, 
when it was determined that these ‘triumvirs* 
should share the whole Roman world. Return- 
ing to Roine, they began their course of proscrip- 
tion and plunder. Among their first victims was 
Cicero; and, in all, 300 senators and 2000 equites 
are believed to have fallen. After securing Italy, 
and raising an enormous sum of money, Antony 
and Octavian led their troops into Macedonia, and 
defeated Brutus and Cassius. Antony next paid 
a visit to Athens, and then passed over to Asia, 
to arrange his dispute with Cleopatra, queen of 
Egypt, who captivated him by her beauty and 
address. He followed her into Egypt, and lived 
in idleness and luxury, until he was aroused by 
tidings of a quarrel in Italy between his own 
kindred and Octavian. This dispute gave rise to 
а short war, which came to an end before he 
arrived in Italy. A new division of the Roman 
world was now arranged, Antony taking the East, 
and Octavian the West, while Lepidus had to put 
up with Africa. Antony had married Octavian's 
sister, Octavia; but, returning now to Cleopatra, 
he resumed his voluptuous life, and was guilty 
of acts of the grossest injustice. Octavian nsed 
these facts to excite the indignation of the Roman 
ople; and in the naval enga; ement of Actium

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back in to Egypt, where, deserted by tha 
Egyptian fleet, as by his own army, and deceived 


by a false report of Cleopatra's suicide, he killed 
himself by falling upon his sword (30 n.c).

- Like most of tlie other scholastic theo- 
logians, he had no knowledge of Greek or Hebrew, 
and was almost equally ignorant of history ; but 
his numerous SN display intellectual power 
of the highest order. Не gave a new and scien- 
tific foundation to many doctrines of his church, 
especially that of transubstantiation. He also 
treated Christian morals according to an arrange- 
ment of his own. His Summa Theologire, the first 
attempt at a complete theological system, remains 
to this day substantially the standard authority 
inthe Roman Church, The Summa contra Gentiles 
deals chiefly with the principles of natural reli- 
gion. His commentaries on Scripture and devo- 
tional treatises also have a high reputation. His 
influence on the theological thought of succeeding 
ages was immense. He refused all high ecclesi- 
astical appointments, including the archbishopric 
of Naples. Gregory X., who had called a general 
council to effect the union of the Greek and Latin 
churches, summoned Aquinas to defend the papal 
cause at Lyons, He set out, though suffering 
from fever, and died on the road at the Cistercia 
abbey of Fossa-Nuova, March 7, 1274. All Europe 
mourned his loss; miracles were said to be 
wrought at his funeral; universities, religions 
orders, and princes contended for the honour of 
possessing his body, which was finally bestowed 

у the pope on Toulouse, Aquinas was canonised 
in 1323. 

The onlyscholastie theologian who in any degree 
rivalled Aquinas, already known as the ‘Angelic 

tor,’ was the Franciscan ‘Subtle Doctor,’ 
Duns Scotus (q.v.) The Franciscans followed 
Scotus, and the Dominicans "Thomas, and hence- 
forward medimval theologians were divided into 
two schools, Scotists and Thomists, whose diver- 
gencies penetrate more or less every branch of 
doc:rine, touching the idea of God, the opera- 
tions of grace and of justification, the tiple in 
which the sacraments take effect, &е. Thomism 
represents, with few exceptions, the general 
teaching of the Catholic Church; its rivals now 
being not the Scotists but the eclectic school of 
Jesuits. The works of Aquinas have been often 
printed froin 1570 (17 vols.) to 1882 et it. Migne's 
edition of the Summa is in 4 vols, A translation 
by English Dominican fathers is in progress. 
St Thomas was the author of the famous Pange 
Lingua and other eucharistic hymus. See the 
Lives by Archbishop Roger Vanghan (1872;

Ar'ago, FRANQOIS JEAN DOMINIQUE, astronomer 
and physicist, was born February 26, 1786, at 
Estagel near Perpignan, and died in Paris, 2d 
October 1853, Аб seventeen he entered the Poly- 
technic, and in 1804 became seeretary to the 
Observatory, in 1830 its chief director, having 
at twenty-three been elected a member of the 

Academy of Sciences, He took a prominent part 
in the July revolution (1830), and as member of 
the Chamber of Deputies voted with the extreme 
left.

‘Though but a 
gardener's son, he contrived to acquire cone 
siderable learning, married early, and became a 
schoolmaster, first at Ramsgill, and án 1734 nt 
Knaresborough, where he became intimate with 
one Daniel Clark, a shoemaker, The su 
appearance of the latter in 1745, at a ti 
he happened to be in possession of valuable 
goods, threw suspicion on Aran, not as Clark's 
murderer, but as his confederate in swindling. 
Ніз garden was searched, and in it was found а 
portion of the missing property. Aram was 
arrested and tried, but acquitted for want of 
evidence. He now left his wife at Knares- 
borough, and ac as a schoolmaster at various 
places in England, acquiring, in spite of his 
nomadic mode of life, a knowledge of botany, 
heraldry, Chaldee, Arabie, Welsh, and Irish, and 
amassing eonsidezable materials fora Comparative 
Lexicon. His secret was betrayed ji а confed- 
erate, who excited suspicion by the loud of 
his protestations that a skeleton found near 
Knaresborough was not Clark's. The accom- 
plice was at last driven to confess where the 
murdered man had been buried; the bones меге 
exhumed and identified, and Aram was suddenly 
dragged from his ushership at Lynn in Norfolk. 
He was tried at York, 3d August 1759, and 
hanged on the 6th, At the trial he conducted 
his own defence, attacking with great acumen, 
plausibility, and curious erudition, the doctrine 
of circumstantial evidence, After his condemna- 
tion he confessed his guilt, wrote a defence of 
suicide, but failed in an attempt to illustrate his 
essay. A factitious interest attaches to his story 
from Lord Lytton's romance and Hood's ballad.

Archer, Witutast (1856-1924), dramatic critic, 
dramatist, and apostle of Ibsen, born at Perth, 
went up from Edinburgh to London in 1878. 
Archíl'ochus or Panos flourished about 714- 
676 B.C., and is regarded as the first of the Greek 
lyric poets, by the ancients being ranked with 
Homer, Pindar, and Sophocles. Even Plato calls 
him ‘the very wise, The best editions of his 
fragments are those of Schneidewin and Bergk. 
Archime'des (с. 257-212 m.c.), the most. cele- 
brated of ancient mathematicians, was born at 
Syracuse, and perished in the capture of that city 
by the Romans. He alone of the ancients con- 
tributed anything of real valuo to the theory of 
mechanics and to hydrostatics, first proving that 
а body plunged in a fluid loses as much of its 
weight as ix equal to the weight of an equal 
volume of the fluid. Among the numerous in: 
ventions ascribed to him are the endless screw, 
and the Archimedes screw or spiral pump for 
raising water, His works, in Doric Greek, were 
edited by Torelli (1792), Heiberg (1880-81), and 
Sir T. L. Heath (1897-1912), who wrote a Life of

an English translation (1837). 

Aretino, Prerro, poet, was born at Arezzo, 
Tuscany, 20th April 1492, the natural son of à 
nobleman named Luigi Bacci. Banished from 
his native town, he went to Perugia, where he 
wroughtas a bookbinder, andafterwards wandered 
through Italy in the service of various noblemen. 
At Rome he distinguished himself by his wit, 
impudence, and talents, and secured eyen the 
papal patronage, which, however, he subse- 
quently lost by writing his sixteen shameless 
Sonetti Lussuriosi. He now went to tho Medi- 
cean court, where John de' Medici grew fond of 
him, and procured him an opportunity of ingra-

tiating himself with Francis I. at Milan in 1524. 
A few years later he settled at Venice, there 
also acquiring powerful friends. The Bishop of 
Vicenza not only soothed the irritation of the 
pol , but recommended Aretino to the Emperor 
arles V. The latter, as well as Francis, pen- 
sioned the fortunate wit, besides enriching hin 
with splendid presents. It is said that while 
laughing heartily at a droll adventure of one of 
his sisters, he fell from a stool, and was killed 
on the spot (1557). His poetical works include 
five witty comedies and a tragedy of some merit.

Argyll’, AncurALD Слмрикта,, MARQUIS or, 
Was the descendant of Sir Colin Campbell of 
Lochow or Loch Awe, who was knighted in 1286, 
and who through his prowess bequeathed to the 
chiefs of his line the Gaelic title of Mac Cailean 
Mhor or Мас Callum More (‘great Colin's son "n 
Sir Duncan Campbell of Lochow was raised to 
the peerage as Lord Campbell in 1 aud Colin, 
his son, was created Earl of Argyll in 1457. The 
second earl fell at Flodden (1513) ; the fourth, 
who died in 1558, was the first of the Scottish 
nobility to embrace the Reformation; and the 
fifth. (1530-73) figured prominently in Mary's 
reign, first as a Lord of the Congregation, and 
next as an adherent of the goan: Archibald 
was born in 1508, and in 1619, his father having 

turned Catholic and quitted Scotland, became 
the sole potentate of all the broad lands of his 
line. He succee as eighth earl in 1635, In 
the General Assembly at Glasgow (1688) he openly 
took the side of the Covenanters, and next year 
he joined Leslie's encampment on Duns Law. 
In 1640 he marched with 4000 men through Bade- 
noch, Athole, Mar, and Angus, enforcing subjec- 
tion to the Scottish Parliament. Charles, on his 
visit to Scotland in 1641, created hiim marquis, 
In 1644 he dispersed the royalist forces under 
Huntly; but Montrose in 1645 annihilated his 
army at Inverlochy. He was strongly opposed 
to the king's execution ; and in 1651 he crowned 
Charles П. at Scone. After the defeat of Wor- 
cester he defended himself for nearly a twelve- 
month in his castle of Inveraray against Crom- 
well's troops; but in 1652 he gave in his sub- 
mission to the Protector. On the Restoration 
he repaired to Whitehall, encouraged by a letter 
from his son ; but he was at once committed to 
the Tower. Thence taken by sea to Leith, on 
27th May 1661 he was beheaded with the ‘maiden’ 
at the cross of Edinburgh. А gorgeous monu- 
ment was erected to him in 1895 in St Giles' 
Cathedral, See Life by Rev. J. W illcock (1902). 
—His son, ARCHIBALD, 9th Earl of Argyll, ex- 
hibited great bravery at Dunbar, where he com- 
manded a regiment on the royalist side. After 
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Worcester he continued, like his father, in arms, 
and made himself so obnoxious to Cromwell that 
lie was specially excepted from the act of grace 
in 1654. Acting under Charles's orders, lie sub 
mitted next year to the Protectorate, but from 
1657 to 1660 was a prisoner, On the Restoration 
he was received into high favour (as a balance to 
his father's execution), and participated in some 
of the iniquitous acts of the Scottish legislature. 
"Thus, in 1681, he voted in council against Donald 


Cargill; yet, the same year, would only sign the 
new with a reservation, which led to his 


trial for *leasing-making,' and his condemnation 
to death. is step-daughter helped him to 
escape from Edinburgh tle to Holland, Land- 
ing in Argyllshire, in May 1685, with an armed

Aristides, a first-century Christian apologist, 
whose work, mentioned by Eusebius and Jerome, 
was discovered in the later 19th century. А frag- 
ment from the Armenian was first published ; in 
1859 Rendel Harris discovered a Syriac version in 
the convent of St Catherine or, Mount Sinai ; and 
from it J. A, Robinson recognised that tho Greek 
speech in the medieval legend of Barlaam and 
Josaphat is, in a enrtaiTed form, the original Greek 
ofthe Apology. See the edition by Rendel Harris 
(2d ed. 1803), and а work by Mrs Harris (1892). 

Aristip'pus, founder of the Cyrenaic or Hedon- 
istic philosophy, was а native of Cyrene in Africa. 
He became a pupil of Socrates at Athens, and 
remained with him almost up to the master's 
death, 399 mc. He himself taught philosophy. 
both at Athens and Ægina, and was the first of 
the pupils of Socrates to take money for his 
instruction. Much of his life was passed in 
Syracuse, at the court of Dionysius the tyrant, 
where he acquired the reputation of a philosophic 
voluptuary. He lived some time at Corinth, iu 
intimacy with the famous Lais, but towards the 
close of his life he is supposed to have retired to 
Cyrene. He taught his doctrines to his daughter 
Arete, by whom they were communicated to her 
son Aristippus the Younger, 

Aristobulus, an Alexandrian Jew and Peri- 
patetic philosopher, who lived about 170 B.C., was 
Considered by the early fathers as the founder of 
the Jewish philosophy in Alexandria,

Aristoph'anes, the greatest of Attic, if not oi 
all, comedians, was born about 448 P.C. Of his 
personal history we have nothing recorded, except 
that he had three sons—Philippos, Araros, and 
Nikostratos—all comic poets. He is said to have 
written fifty-four plays, but eleven only are 
oxtant, which шау be ranged under the categories 
of political, philosophical, social, and literary ; 
and а, under three periods, EY respec- 
tively 425, 400, and 355 B.C., about which last 
date he died. То the first period belong the 
Acharnians, Knights, Clouds, aud Wasps, the poet's 
four masterpieces, named from their respective 
choruses, and the Peace, in all of which full rein 
is en to political satire; to the second, the 
Birds, Lysistrata, Thesmophoriazusa and Frogs, in 
which we find less political rancour, and more 
reticence and caution; to the third, the Ecclesi- 
azus and Plutus, comedies of a tamer type, 
known as that of the middle comedy, in which 
political allusions and the distinctive charac: 
teristic of the old comedy, the parabasis, dis- 
appear. The first printed edition, the Aldine 
(Venice, 1498), contains nine plays ; Junta (1515)

During his twenty 
years’ sojourn in Athens he established a school 
of rhetoric—then, as including incidentally a little 
law and politics, the snised preparation for 
public life. On the death of Plato (317), Aristotle 
left Athens—either because he was chagrined that 

Plato had not appointed him his successor as 
head of the ‘Academy’ or Platonic school of 

philosophy, or because Athens and Philip of

years with an old pupil, now gapo of Lesbos, 
at Atarneus in Asia Minor, and married his 
daughter; and after his friend had been assas- 
sinated, retired to Mitylene. In 342 he was in- 
vited by Philip to Macedon, to educate his son 
Alexander, who for at least three years was his 
pupil. е two parted finally when Alexander 
веб forth on his expedition into Asia (334 в.с.) 
and Aristotle, coming to Athens, opened a school 
called the ‘Lyceum, from its proximity to the 
temple of Apollo Lyceius, His followers were 
called the Peripateties, either from his practice of 
walking up and down in the garden during his 
lectures, or because the place was known as ‘The 
Walk (РИШ After the death of Alexander 
the anti-Macedonian party at Athens accused 
Aristotle of impiety. With the fate of Socrates 
before his eyes, he made a timely escape (322 n.c.) 
to Chalcis in Euboca, where, in the autumn of the 
same year, he died, aged 62, of his old malady, 
indigestion. 

Of the numerous writings which have come 
down to us under the name of Aristotle, some 
are undoubtedly not his; some may be the pro- 
ducts of his school. Even of his most famous 
and undisputed works the structure is so irregular, 
and the style so unequal, that it has been with 
great probability supposed that they are to а large 
extent notes and rough jottings edited by dis- 
ciples. In the middle ages Aristotle's philo- 
вору became known to the learned in the West, 
at first mainly through Arabian translations, 
which in their turn were translated into Latin. 
At the time when what was supposed to be the 
Aristotelian system was (especially through the 
influence of Thomas Aquinas) dominant in western 
Europe, Aristotle's works were hardly known to 
any one in the original. 

- It is often but erroneous! that * Plato was 
an idealist, Aristotle an empi ;' the differ- 
ence is great in appearance mainly. Sir Alex- 
ander Grant truly declared that ‘ Aristotle codified 
Plato.’ Plato was a poet, and is always an artist, 
as well as a thinker, in his Dialogues. Aristotle, 
with the education of a physician, has the mental 
habits and tendencies of the man of science pre- 
dominant; and while lacking Plato's inspiration 
and enthusiasm, has a wider, in fact, an all- 
embracing range of interests, and cares more for 
actual facts for their own sake. He appears to 
have projected what may be called an Encyclo- 
pædia of Philosophy, though the scheme is only 
imperfectly carried out in his works. Organon 
was the name given to the treatises on logic, of 
which the most notable were that on the Cate- 
gories (on substance, quality, quantity); Prior 
Analytics (syllogistic moods and figures); and 
Posterior Analytics (the theory of knowledge and 
of scientific method). The Rhetoric deals with the 
art of persuasion ; the Topics, with dialectical 
argument and reasouing from probabilities. | The 
name Metaphysics (i.e. ‘ofter the Physics") was 
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given to Aristotle's discussions on ‘first philo 
sophy,' because they were placed by his editors 
after his books about nature; they treat of the 
relations of matter and л, the actual and 
potential, the four causes, &c. The PAysics have 
to do mainly with the metaphysical aspects of 
movement. “The book Ca the Soul is as much a 
biological as a psychological treatise. The Ethics 
and Jolitics have in both medieval and moder 
times exercised an enormous influence, Aristotle 
is said to have made a collection of 158 * Consti- 
tutions,’ as a preparation for writing his Politics : 
of these the most Шу was the Constitne 
tion of Athens, first published in a complete form 
in 1891 froma British Museum papyrus from the 
Fayum. The G/conomics are not considered to be 
by Aristotle. The Poetics contains little more 
than a discussion of tragedy ; but few books on 
criticism have had more influence.

Aristox'enus or Tarentum, a Greek writet 
upon music, flourished about 350 B.C. 

A'rius (ar. Areios), the founder of Arianism, 
was born in Libya about 200 A.D., was trained in 
Antioch, and became a presbyter in Alexandria, 
Here about 318 he maintained, against his bishop, 
that the Son was not co-equal or co-eternal with 
the Father, but only the tirst and highest of all 
finite beings, created out of nothing by an act of 
God's free-will. He secured the adherence of 
clergy and laity in Egypt, Syria, and Asia Minor, 
but was deposed and excommunicated in 321 by 
a synod of bi: at Alexandria, Eusebit 
Bishop of Nicomedia, absolved him, and in 3 
convened another synod in Bithynia, which pro- 
nounced in his favour, At Nicomedia, Arius 
wrote a theological work in verse and prose, 
called Thaleia, some fragments of which remain. 
The controversy became fierce, and to settle it 
the Emperor Constantine eunvoked the memor- 
able Council of Nicea, or Nice, in Bithynia, 329. 
Three hundred and eighteen bishops, especially 
from the East, were present, besides priests, 
deacons, and acolytes. Arius boldly expoundles 
and defended his opinions. It was principally A 
the reasoning of Athanasius (q.v.) that toa 
Council was persuaded to define the abeolris 
unity of the divine essence, and the absolu а 
equality of the three persons. All the bishop 
subscribed it except two, who were banished 
along with Arius, to Illyricum.

‘Arminius (18 в.с.-19 A.D.), à famous chief of the 
German Cherusci, who in 9 A.D. in a threo days’ 
battle in tho ‘Teutoburg Forest,’ probably near 
Detmold, annihilated the whole Roman army. 
* Varus, Varus, give mo back my legions!" was 
the cry of the Emperor Augustus, NOW old and 
weak, оп hearing the fatal news. ‘The Germans, 
who had only their own liberation in view, pro- 
secuted their victory no further; but when 
Germanicus (q.v.) assumed the command on the 
Lower Rhine he resolved to crush the barbarians. 
In two successivo campaigns. (15-16 A.D.) he 
reduced Arminius to great straits; but in 17 A.D. 
Tie was recalled to Rome by the Emperor "Tiberius. 
No sooner, however, was the foreign enemy 
expelled than internal feuds broke out, in tha 
course of which ‘Arminius was slain by his own 
kinsmen, See BANDEL and German works by 
Böttger (1874) and Kemmer (1893). 


Arminius (i.e. HARMENSEN), JACOBUS, theo 
logian, was Dorn in 1660, at Oudewater, in 
South Holland, and studied at Utrecht, Leyden 
Geneva, and Basel. In 1586 he visited Italy, and 
on his return to Amsterdam qm) was ordained 
aminister. Selected to defen Boza's doctrine of 

redestination, he soon came to adopt the opin: 
ons he had been commissioned to confute. ret 
in 1603 he was made professor of Theology in the 
university of Leyden. Та 1604 his colleague 
Gomar (q.¥-) attac кей his doctrines, and from that 
hour to the end of his life Arminius was enga: ged 
in a series of bitter controversies. Arminius 
assorted that God bestows forgiveness and eternat 
life on all who repent of their sins and believe in 
Christ; ho wills t at all men should attain salva» 
tion, and only "because he has from eternity fore- 
seon tho belief or unbelief of individuals, has ho 
from eternity determined the fate of each—thus 
rejecting the high Calvinistic doctrine of absolute 
preme ог election. 1n 1608 Arminius 
himself besought the States of Holland to convok& 
a synod to settlo tho controversy ; but, worn ОШ 
With care and disease, he died on 19th October 
1609, before it was held. Arminius was less 
Arminian than his followers, who in 1610 pro- 
sented to the States of Holland a Remonstrance 
—the famous ‘Five Articles.' The strife between 
Gomarists or Calvinists and Remonstrants OF 
Arminians went on furiously, and became а kind 
of civil war; Maurice of Orange treating the 
Arminians as republicans and enemies. rne- 
Veldt (q.V.) died on the scaffold, Grotius (q.v.) 
esca] from life-long imprisonment. Ultimately 
(1618-19) the Synod of Dort condemned Armin- 
janism, which, however, not merely survived 
home, but told directly on тогошо Protestantism. 
Thus in England Laudians an Latitudinarians 
were alike Arminian in tendency ; Wesleyans, 
and many Baptists and Congregationalists, are 
distinctly anti-Calvinist.
